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AY and June are anniversary months of sig- 

\ / ( nificance in the annals of the Southern Pacific. 

Sixty-two years ago, on May 10, 1869, the 

“last spike” was driven at Promontory, Utah, herald- 

ing completion of the first transcontinental railroad. 

‘That date is deserving of the attention commonly ac- 

corded it, marking as it does the accomplishment of a 

gigantic construction enterprise that time has proven 

the greatest of all factors in making possible develop- 
ment of the whole western country. 

There is, however, a date falling in June that merits 
recognition, particularly this year,asa “three score and 
ten” anniversary, On June 28, 1861, the Central Pa- 
cific Railroad Company of California, parent of our 
present company, was incorporated. It was on that 
day Leland Stanford, Collis P. Huntington, Mark 
Hopkins and Charles Crocker took the first definite 
steps leading to the building of the transportation sys- 
tem that was to win renown for the “Big Four,” and 
which was destined to take its place alongside the great 
railroad organizations of the world. 


Many and varied are the stories passed down through 


the years about how this first company came to be or- 
ganized. No written memoirs were left by the men 
who played the leading roles. We are obliged, more 
or less, to let our imagination visualize the dramatic 
events staged in the back room of the Huntington & 
Hopkins hardware store at 54 K street in Sacramento. 

Schemes for the buifding of a railroad across the con- 
tinent had been proposed as early as 1832. Five col- 
ums of army engineers were sent into the field during 
1853 to survey ail possible routes from the Mississippi 
to the Pacific. There was a growing popular demand 


for a railroad to weld the nation into a common unit. 


But there was no money with which to build. Capi- 
talists were not interested in a project so risky. 

The little that was known of the West was of a na- 
ture to discourage such a venture as building a railroad. 
The country was undeveloped and practically unin- 
habited, with little prospect of traffic to pay the ex-

penise of operation. Indians would hamper construc. 
tion work. Mountain roads so steep that wagons had 
to be lowered down them by ropes were fresh in the 
memory of emigrants who had come west over the cov 
ered wagon route. Construction thru mountains in 
those days, with pick and. shovel, one-horse dump | 
carts, wheelbarrows and black powder, was literally 
hand carving. The project gave promise of being the 
biggest job in the world and it is little wonder that 
people doubted it could be carried to completion in a 
country that was‘lacking in money, men and materials. 

The stage was all set for the one who possessed the 

engineering ability and unfaltering enthusiasm neces- 
sary to “sell” the idea. Such a man was ‘Theo. D. 
Judah, youthful -civil engineer, who furnished the. 
spark that set the enterprise aflame with action. 

‘After building a railroad from Sacramento to Folsom 

in 1856, Judah turned his-energies toward the great 
transcontinental of which he dreamed. He made 
twenty-three trips by foot and horseback over the high 
Sierra and with the assistance of Daniel W. Strong, of 
Dutch Flat, founda pass through the mountain suitable 
for a railroad. He was a delegate to a railroad conven- 
tion and was sent to Washington to plead the cause in 
Congress. In the face of ridicule and derision he talked 
“Pacific Railroad” incessantly, winning a few influen- 
tial converts but very little money. 

Returning to Sacramento early in 1861 he called a 
public meeting. .Collis P. Huntington, .a local mer- 
chant, was present.. His interest was aroused and he 
invited Judah to call at his store the next evening. 
Other night conferences quickly followed. Hunting: 
ton enlisted the support.of Mark Hopkins, Charles 
Crocker, and Leland Stanford, who'at the age of 37 
was then governor of California. .A company was 
formed; stock subscriptions were pledged; and in a few 
weeks the four country merchants launched one of the 
greatest railroad projects of all time...In the undreamed 
of result of their achievement, born of courage, sagacity 
and ability, the entire’ West has shared, 
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showing the picture of one of the company’s many.

Agent at Ducor Has Strong Defense 
Against Highway Competition 


N the San Joaquin Division, 
O some railes south of Porterville, 
is the little town of Ducor. It is 
much like many other towns in agri- 
cultural sections; perhaps even small- 
er than the average. It is not out- 
standing in appearance. In fact, the 
traveler passing through might not 
even remember its location, unless 
perhaps he stopped at the little rail- 
road station to transact some business. 
D, L. Parker is listed as agent at 
this station. If you passed him on the 
street he likely would not attract your 
attention any more than would any 
other resident of the town. He has 
been a soldier. He has been a rail- 
road man for a number of years. He 
is married—proud of his neat little 
home that can be seen from the sta- 
tion — proud of his young daughter 
and her progress at school, In fact, 
Parker is just about like many of the 
rest of us, except that he may be a 
little more of a student than some of 
us and he does take advantage of, 
and puts to use, information gained 
from reading, especially that affecting 
his job. 

But listen to a most interesting 
story told us by a friend about Parker: 

“Jt was a warm afternoon and I de- 
sired information concerning a ship- 
ment of goods, so I thought I would 
see what I could learn at the station. 
It was cool inside and my first impres- 
sion was that the man in charge was 
a neat worker. 

“He ehecked carefully through his 
bound books to obtain the information 
I desired. He was pleasant and cour- 
teous, but when I mentioned the pos- 
sibility of handling my prospective 
shipment by truck—well I learned 
later he had been a soldier and the 
mention of truck certainly proved the 
trumpet call for action. 

“While he maintained his pleasant 
attitude, within a short time that man 
made me begin to feel ashamed of 
myself for even considering use of a 
truck, He must have absorbed every- 
thing he ever had gotten his hands 
on relative to trucks, their metheds of 
operation, their damage to highways 
with concrete examples of the high- 
way passing through Ducor. 

“He told me of the men employed 
by the railroad at the little town of 
Ducor—of the extra station help dur- 
ing shipping seasons and of the im- 
portance to the town of even the sec- 
tion crew, He made me feel that the 
railroad, with its buildings, its track 

and its men, was just about the most 
important thing in Ducor and made me 
feel the importance of the railroad ‘to 
other towns ‘and cities. 

“He stated he was only 'a small cog 
in- this big machine -that’ meant’ so 
much to progress, but -he made me 
feel he was an important cog doing an 
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important bit just the same. And I 
could fee! his pride when he pointed 
to his home and told of the progress 
at school of his daughter. 

“And I knew he had been right when 
he mentioned, to illustrate a point, 
how he had gone to the town merchant 
with his story of the railroad’s im- 
portance to urge that merchant to dis- 
continue shipments by truck, asking 
the merchant if he would feel it fair 
if the agent and other railroad men in 
the town purchased all their supplies 
from mail order houses. 

_The arguments of the agent were 
presented in a most friendly manner, 
which to me were much more impres- 
sive than had he become angered or 
threatening, And, in leaving, there 


New Business Is Goal 
of Many Employes 


REPORTS from many sections of Pa- 
cific Lines indicating the active inter- 
est of employes of all departments in 
developing business for the Company are 
being received at the “Bulletin” office.

Music was 
furnished by the San Francisco General 
Office band, which was followed by 
nearly a dozen placarded machines of 
employes who extended a tuneful and 
novel invitation from Southern Pacific 
employes to the people of the Bay City 
to “ride with us” and take advantage of 
the bargain fares to be offered. 

“Most people take a vacation once a 
year," writes J. E. Lees, who is employed 
as a gauger at Portland. “Make it a 
business to see your friends who are 
taking a vacation and interest them in 
traveling over our lines. I tried this 
during the past year and was surprised 
at the results.”

Niles to San Jose; and Sweeny to 
Niles Jet. Important branch lines in- 
cluded are: Napa, Rumsey, San 
Ramon, Santa Clara, Tone, Lodi, Oak- 
dale, Raymond, and all the Fast Bay 
interurban electric lines. Operation of 
the passenger ferry boats and car- 
transfer steamers across San Fran- 
cisco Bay comes under control of the 
Western Division and under direct 
supervision of Capt. Chas. F. Heath as 
saperngendent. 

e Western now has a tota 
1001.10 miles of main and branch wince 
ranking fourth on Pacific Lines, with 
Rio Grande, Salt Lake and Portland 
divisions exceeding it in the order 
named. Adding sidings, industrial 
lines, ete, to the main and branch 
lines, the enlarged division now has 
total trackage of 1875.80 miles, being 
exceeded by the Salt Lake Division 
by about 100 miles. 

Mr. Gaylord returns to the division 
on which the greater part of his 44 
years of service with the Company 
have been spent, He came to the divi- 
sion in 1887 as a fireman and brake- 
man after two years of work on east- 
ern lines.

As a-matter of fact, there is less 
hazard of accident in traveling on a 
railroad train than in staying at home. 
During the last eleven years a total of 
435,926,569 passengers, or nearly four 
times the total population of the 
United States, were carried over the 
Pacific Lines an accumulated distance 
of 17,293,308,128 miles, or the equiva- 
lent of 694,455 times around the earth, 
without the loss of life of a passenger 
in a steam-train accident. 

This achievement is attributable to 
perfect functioning of many human 
and mechanical factors. Automatic 
block signals are of prime importance 
in safeguarding the movement of 
trains and passengers. Southern Pa- 
cific has more mileage equipped with 
these signals than any other railroad 
in the world. Last year 292 additional 
miles of signals were installed on 


Accidents Are Reduced 
Among Employes 


JX addition to the safety accorded 
passengers traveling over’ the 
Company's lines, employes of the 
Pacific Lines are establishing a re- 
markable record for safety in their 
own work. For nearly seven months, 
from October 9 last to ‘May 5 this 
year, there was not a fatality caused 
by: accident among the more than 
45,000 employes engaged in all 
branches of the service. During the 
same time there was a reduction in 
personal ‘injuries of 55 per cent as 
compared with the corresponding 
period of last year.

In addition to the automatic signals, 
modern equipment, solidly built road- 
bed, and the thorough training of all 
employes entrusted with the moeve- 
ment of trains, are other factors in 
assuring safety to the traveling public. 

Railroads throughout the country 
have been making extraordinary 
strides in improving the safety of 
train travel. For each fatality in train 
accidents last year, the railroads car- 
ried 101,571,000 passengers. This was 
the best record ever attained in the 
United States, according to reports of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
During 1930 only seven passengers. 
lost their lives in train accidents in 
this country. This was a reduction of 
three under the previously low record 
made in 1927. 

This remarkable safety record in 
1980 has been brought about by the 
railroads through improvements in 
and the better physical condition of 
equipment, installation of heavier rail, 
constant improvements in signaling 
devices and operating methods, and 
through the concerted efforts of both 
officials and employes to promote 
safety in every way possible.

train by number, but rather to the 
name given it, or to the time it departs 
from. their home city. Railroad men 
have a language of their own, and if a 
train does not bear a regular name it 
is not long before they attach to it an 
appellation that is both striking and 
descriptive. 

Take, for instance, the passenger 
train operating between Tucson and 
Nogales. Twenty years ago this local 
train, serving the 66-mile stretch be- 
tween the two points, started from 
Tueson each morning, returning from 
Nogales in the evening. It carried 
passengers, express and mail, and its 
arrival was the daily event in the littie 
towns it passed through. It was 
designated only by prosaic numbers, 
but, probably because of its faithful 
plodding, day in and day out, carrying 
goods and passengers alike, faithfully 
serving the Company’s patrons, it soon 
was designated by the railroad men as

number becoming a mere formality on 
the timetable. The “Burro” is ‘still 
operating as it did twenty “years ago, 
but for some unknown reason its name 
has fallen into disuse, probably . be- 
cause it now bears the proud and 
official name of “Mexican Express.” 

A few years ago the daily steam 
train in local service between Tucson 
and Phoenix was discontinued and a 
gasoline car substituted. Hardly had 
it made its appearance before its size, 
compared with the steam locomotives, 
won for it the title of the “Doodlebug.” 
Again, characteristic. Small, but fast. 
It scoots along the rails, much like the 
image conjured up by its colorful 
name. 

The crews operating these two 
trains alternate their runs every 
second day. One day a train crew will 
make the run Tucson to Nogales and 
return, the following day taking the 
“Doodlebug” to Phoenix and back. 
The other crew will operate Tucson to 
Phoenix and back the first day, and 
on to Nogales and back the second 
day. The engine crews, however, do 
not alternate, but remain on the same 
run. 

At the present time one of the train 
crews consists of G. P. Martin, con- 
ductor, and L. L. Lewis, brakeman. 
Alfred Irwin, conductor, and C. H. 
Haas, brakeman, make up the other 
erew. Sam Falvey is now engineer on 
the Nogales run, with Jim Sleeter 
firing. On the “Doodlebug,” between 
Tueson and Phoenix, Ben Cheek “gives 
her the gas” and enjoys it, it being one 
of the few cases where a man can 
“step on it” without being fearful of 
the consequences of meeting a traffic 
cop,

HE Company’s annual report for 
| ‘1980 carries more than usual in- 
terest to employes. The nation- 
wide depression in practically all Hines 
of business, which developed late in 
1929 and carried through 1980, neces- 
sitated the adopting of economies in 
the railroad’s operations. These 
changes have been evidenced in all 
branches of service and their effect in 
helping to overcome in some measure 
the severe losses of traffic revenues 
is indicated in the report just issued 
to the 54,858 stockholders. 
. Total railway operating revenues of 
the Southern Pacific Lines for 
1930, representing the money collected 
from freight and passenger traffic, 
mail contracts, express shipments, din- 
ing car service,excess baggage, switch- 
ing charges, etc, but not including 
revenues from affiliated companies or 
earnings from investments, amounted 
to $258,758,128.74. This was the small- 
est for any year since Federal control 
and was 16.79 per cent less than the 
record year of 1929, when a total of 
$310,969,138.48 was reached, 

Railway operating expenses, or 
what the Company paid for producing 
transportation during the year, 
amounted to $187,644,861.44, a reduc- 
tion of 14.59 per cent under the pre- 
vious year. Included in this item are the 
costs of labor, fuel, materials, claims 
for damage to freight or injuries to 
persons, maintenance of equipment and 
roadbed, expenses of traffic solicitation 
such as advertising and preparing 
tariffs, as well as accounting and legal 
expenses, relief and pension payments, 
and other general charges. 

Slightly increased earnings from the 
Pacific Fruit Express Company, the 
Pacific Greyhound Corporation, and 
the Southern Pa- 
cifie Golden Gate 
Company (fer- 
ries) bolstered the 
income from af-

In addition, the freight revenues suf- 
fered from increased competition of 
unregulated motor trucks, pipe lines 
and the Panama Canal. From August 
to December last year, motor trucks 
carried more than one million bales of 
cotton to Texas Gulf ports alone. 

In an endeavor to recapture the 
freight traffic lost to motor trucks, the 
Company has organized the Pacific 
Motor Transport Company and the 
Southern Pacific Transport Company, 
which render a store-door pickup and 
delivery service of less-than-carload 
freight, The service has been extended 
quite generally through California and 
Oregon by the former company, while 
the latter company is operating in the 
Texas and Louisiana territory. Under 
this arrangement the line-haul of ship- 
ments continues to be handled by the 
railroad, while the pickup and delivery 
service is rendered by local transfer

The service is increasing in popularity 
and the prospect for recapturing 
freight is promising. 

Natural gas pipe lines, aggregating 
1027 miles, were constructed in Cali- 
fornia during 1929 and 1980. Further 
extension of these lines will be made 
during the present year, including 250 
miles of pipe line in southern Cali- 
fornia. Another line is projected from 
Milpitas to San Francisco; and a line 
is under construction from El Paso 
through Douglas and Bisbee to Cana- 
nea, Mexico, which will serve copper 
smelters that have been users of large 
quantities of fuel oil. When these gas 
lines are completed, there will be a 
permanent loss of freight revenues 
from the movement of fuel oil. 

During the year a hearing was held 
before the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission in connection with Southern 
Pacifie’s application for authority to 
establish rates between Atlantic and 
Pacific perts via the Company’s steam- 
ship and rail lines, which would make 
possible the obtaining of a share of 
the traffic now moving by water car- 
viers through the Panama Canal. A 
proposed report has been issued by the 
examiners recommending the relief 
sought. The matter is now waiting 
final decision. 

Passenger revenues continued to de- 
cline, the decrease for 1930 compared 
with 1929 being $7,068,156.58, or 14.08 
per cent, the result largely of a de- 
crease in both local and through pas- 
senger traffic due to the prevailing 
business conditions, and to the con- 
tinued inroads made by motor coaches, 
private automobiles and airplanes.

186 vehicles were transported during 
the year, an increase of 4,50 per ‘cent 
over 1929. The net income for 1930

Economies effected in operations, 
made necessary by decreased revenue 
from traffic, were accomplished with- 
out impairing efficiency or safety. The 
properties are in excellent physical 
condition as a result of the large sums 
expended during past years for im- 
provements, extensions, and main- 
tenance. During last year, 292 addi- 
tional miles of primary main lines 
were equipped with automatic block 
signal protection; 40 miles of line were 
equipped with signal dispatching; the 
5600 - foot Martinez - Benicia bridge 
was completed; a new Hine, 5.78 miles, 
was completed from Sandia to Holt- 
ville in the Imperial Valley; a new 
engine terminal at Taylor (Los An- 
geles), providing an 18-stall engine 
house, 120-foot turntable, machine 
shop, boiler house and related facilities 
was placed in operation in July; ap- 
proximately 22 miles of second track 
was placed in service, leaving only 
183.51 miles to complete double-track- 
ing of the entire line between Oakland 
and Ogden, and 83.42 miles between 
San Francisco and Watsonville Junc- 
tion; a new passenger station was 
completed at Stockton and construc- 
tion was begun on Bonito Dam, costing 
$530,000, which will provide a more 
dependable water supply on the line 
hetween Carrizozo and Pastura, N. M.

Novel Method Used in Display- 
ing “Dollar Day” Posters 


One of the most active “advertisers” 
of Southern Pacific’s recent “Dollar 
Day” sales has been District Freight 
and Passenger Agent I. T. Sparks. He 
worked a number of progressive 
stunts at Modesto that were very ef- 
fective in calling attention of the 
public to the bargain sales of passen- 
ger fares. Now that he has taken 
charge of the Reno traffic office, he 
will very likely follow the same tacties 
at the Nevada metropolis. 

One practice that might well be 
copied elsewhere on the system was 
Sparks’ method of posting the big 
Dollar Day posters around town and 
at conspicuous points on railroad prop- 
erty. He had easels or frameworks 
made on which the posters were tacked 
and then set up at prominent vantage 
points. The frames were made of light 
wooden strips (1% in. x % in.) with 
three braces. The upright strips were 
sharpened at the bottom so that the 
framework could be anchored securely 
in the ground. The posters were 
tacked on both sides so that they could 
be seen from either direction. Several 
posters were placed in barbershops 
ahd similar places. 

Scattered about the city in this man- 
ner, the posters came to the attention 
of many more people than would have 
been ‘the case ‘if they had only ‘been 
posted on. the bulletin ‘boards at. the 
station or-traffic ‘office.

ee HAT does your company 

WV consider of prime impor- 

tance in the training of 

embryo stenographers?” asked .a 

Sacramento high school instructor in 

a letter to S. PY Ward, manager of 
clerical employment. 

“It is known, of. course,” he con- 
tinues, “that they must be qualified in 
English (spelling, punctuation, etc.), 
also that they should be able to take 
dictation up to at least 125 words a 
minute and transcribe correctly at the 
rate of sixty words or better. What I 
particularly want to know is just what 
a business man or railroad officer 
would say is lacking with the beginner 
in this line of work, and what should 
be emphasized in our training.” 

Employes who are handling steno- 
graphic work will be interested in 
reading Mr. Ward’s reply, which was, 
in part, as follows: 


“A good stenographer is not merely 
a machine which automatically writes 
down what is dictated and then auto- 
matically transeribes it on the type- 
writer. Not everyone, in the course of 
dictation with its process of thought 
and expression, always couches his 
sentences in terms and words that are 
invariably and absolutely correct. A 
good stenographer in such cases, with 
the knowledge of English which it is 
necessary that he have, should natu- 
rally make whatever change is need- 
ful in the cireumstances, whether in a 
word or phrase, or even going so far 
as to rearrange an entire sentence if 
necessary for the idea to be expressed 
in proper grammatical construction— 
this, of course, without in any way 
changing the meaning which the dic- 
tator desires to convey. 


“A good stenographer, after a short 
time on a job, should be able to write 
at least some of the more simple and 
routine letters of the business without 
the necessity of having them dictated 
to him. If he is handed a letter, for 
example, and in a few brief words is 
told to tell the writer so and so, he 
should be able to compose a letter that 
is presentable and which expresses the 
facts clearly and concisely without 
grammatical error.
